The Sentinel of yesterday 
evening gives the following particu- 
lars of this crime: 

“A young negro woman was found 
in her cabin, her neck tied with a 
rope to the bed post, and the only 
words she said were, ‘*Take me out 
quick, or mammy will kill me.’’ She 
died soon after she was removed, but 
her death isjthought to have occurred 
more from the eilects of childbirth 
than from strangulation. Major Col- 
lins immediately had search made to 
find the ehild. the woman’s mother 
declaring there had been no child 
born, and there was no use in look- 
ing for it. A barrel of ashesstood at 
the door with a hen’s nest on top and 
three eggs in the nest,and as the party 
approached it the old negro woman 
suug out,“‘come away from my hen’s 
nest, don’t bother along with it!” 
and this excited their suspicion and 
they searched ip tle ashes for the 
child, the old woman all the time 
making a great to do about it, but no 
child did they tind, until Major Col- 
lins resolved to empty the barrel, 
and turning it over the dead negro 
baby rolled out from the bottom and 
itsarm and neck were found both 
broken. The woman was carried to 
Hilisboro, and is now in jail.’’

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ANNA DICKINSON.—On Thursday 
evening, the 8th inst., Miss Dickin- 
son Will make her first and only ap- 
pearance in this city at Tucker Hall. 
Her subject ‘‘Joan of Are’’ is spoKen 
of sohighly by the Richmond (Va.) 
press that we feel warranted in urg- 
ing our citizens to assemble in force 
to hear her. The Richmond Dispatch 
is slow to praise, but we make the 
following extract from its comments 
on Miss Dickinson’s appearance in 
that city : 

‘**Miss Dickinson is not an advocate 
of woman’s rights. She cannot be 
ay fairly of advocating any such 
thing. 

‘It is true she isa politican ; it is 
true that she once advocated the abo- 
lition of slavery ; and it is equally 
true that she stumped North in the 
last Presidential campaign against 
Grant, and to-day opposes the iniqui- 
ties of the Civil Rights bill. Her 
mission tothe South is not that of 
anenemy, but a friend. This was 
her avowal last night; and can it be 
doubted when it comes from the lips 
of a woman whose every word has 
been as chaste and as refined as the 
most fastidious in our midst could 
desire. 

“Anna Dickinson is beyond all 
doubt a pure-minded woman, and the 
record of her good deeds—which are 
nowhere disputed—attest the truth of 
this assertion. She is modest, retiring 
and gracefulin her manner, and yet 
a striking-looking lady; and what- 
ever may be the sensational feelings 
Which possess her heart, there are 
many good traits in her character 
which are stamped upon her face, 
and which show themselves in the 
thoughts which she utters 

‘On the evening of her first lee- 
ture she wore a black silk dress with 
a Yak-lace over dress. Her hair, 
which is jet black, was cut short,and 
curls hung prettily about her grace- 
ful head, She had ona pair of gold 
bands, and wore around her neck a 
gold chain, to which was attacheda 
simple gold cross. Upon her left 
hand she wore two beautiful diamond 
rings, Which sparkled and atiracted 
the eyes of her audience, even if her 
personal appearance didn’t.”’

It is now offered for sale 
and has been partly dismantled, 
Here, in his old library, are two large 
photographs, life size—one of Forrest 
in citizen’s dress, the other as Lear, 
holding his sceptre of straw, and 
saying, ‘Aye, every inch a King !”’ 
Around the wal. there is a collection 
of PLotozraphs of Forrest, in all of 
his chuiacters, imperial size. He 
took a great deal of pride in these, 
and when the Photographs were 
printed he persisted in buying the 
negative, so that they could not be 
reproduced. Here he is in all his 
eharacters—Lear, Hamlet,—Othello, 
Rolla, Claude Melnotte, Jack Cade, 
Metamora, Spartacus, the Broker of 
Bogota, and so on down the list. 
Here, onatable isthe glass case in 
which he kept his acting swords ; 
for they are a noted collection. The 
first is Richard the third’s sword, 
with the monoram “J. P. K.’’ engra- 
ved upon it, for John Philip Kemble, 
to whom it originally belonged. Then 
there is a Roman sword, with ‘Tal- 
ma’ engraved upon it. This was the 
properz of Talma, thegreat tragedian, 
and, who woreitin his Roman parts? 
and the tradition is that he received 
it from the Emperor Napoleon, his 
friend. And heralso’ is bowie 
knife, the first ever made, and pre- 
sented to Forrest by Colonel Bowie, 
the inventor of that interesting em- 
blem of Ameriean civilization. Here 
is a case that belonged to George 
Washingten, and another signifying 
that it had been presented to Forrest 
by the artists of the Broadway 
Theatre, New York, on the sixty- 
ninth night of his performance in 
that city, April 30, 1852. An immense 
array of personal relics of the great 
actor are her stored away.

road system of North Carolina, is 
that if let alone, they would under- 
take to charge the gauge from 
Greensboro to Goldsboro, and _ pro- 
bably in the course of time to Beau- 
fort and to Wilmington. All thisis 
very kind, no doubt, but who asks 
it? The people of the State will 
not be pacified, as if they were chil- 
dren deprived of a toy, by the pro- 
mise of something else just as good. 
They prefer themselves to be the 
judges of what is good for them. 
Their system was the work of deli- 
berate judgement, carried out with 
deliberate purpose. For a forcign 
corporation to come in now, thrust 
that system contemptuously aside, 
and foist its own plans upon us, is 
something that the tamest interests 
of pride would rebel at. How 
much stronger the revulsion from a 
people always prompt to resent in- 
sult and repel aggression. 

The State does not ask the widen- 
ing of the gauge from Greensboro 
to Goldsboro. That does not repair 
the damage. It, perhaps, gives the 
Richmond & Danville road some ad- 


ditional facilities to transact itsown } 


business. It still leaves the West 
cut off from the East. It still leaves 
the Raleigh & Gaston road cut off 
from counection; it still leaves 


Wilmington and Newbern separated } 


from the interior; or it compels 
those roads reluctantly and at great 
expense to change their gauges, and 
alter their engines and cars to con- 
form to the new track, and for 
what? That a corporation outside 
the State may enjoy the triumph of 
bringing North Carolina to its feet, 
and destroying at its own sovereign 
will and pleasure the work of the 
best minds of the State, and bring- 
ing to nought the efforts of a wisdom 
never before held in contempt. 

Can this be submitted to? We 
think not, and we think such a sen- 
timent is being manifested as will 
make this corporation feel that the 
victor; will be the dearest ever 
won. 


GEORGE V.STRONG, E*Q. 

We have designed making some 
note of various gentlemen of the 
last Legislature conspicuous by tal- 
ent or by service, but have been re- 
strained from fear of making invidi- 
ous distinction, or of failing to do 
a work of justice appropriately. 

Some legislators accomplish much, 

and establish reputation, not by bril- 
liancy of oratory and excess of 
speaking, but by watchful attention 
to the interests of the State and of 
their constituents. Others again 
leap to prominence at a bound, and 
fix their character by a few well di- 
rected strokes. Among these latter 
is Mr. Strong, who was much inter- 
rupted in his legislative duties by 
the unavoidable pressure of his bu- 
siness in the Courts, yet who was as 
much as possible in his seat and 
who on several prominent occasions 
established his character as one of 
the leading minds in the Assembly. 
Hisspeeches in opposition tothe usu- 
ry law were splendid specimens of 
what the eloquence of debate should 
be, learned and logica), graced with 
rhetorical ornament, and enforced 
with impassioned energy. 

But in his advocacy of the inter- 
ests of the University, Mr. Strong 
shone with most conspicuous bril- 
liancy, and it was there his efforts 
were crowned with most distinguish- 
ed success. It is almost safe to say 
that it was Mr. Strong who rolled 
back the tide of disaster, who 
wrenched success from the jaws of 
reverse, and who bore forward the 
standard of victory that had once 
been trailed in the overthrow of de- 
feat. Mr. Strong’s name hereafter, 
in the rising prosperity of the Uni- 
versity, must be inseparably con- 
nected with this happy turn in the 
tide of its fortunes, for to his deter- 
mination, his unconquerable zeal, 
his hopefulness, and his eloquence 
are due much of that change of 
sentiment which at length roused 
the House of Representatives to a 
generous emulation for the honor of 
the State and the interests of educa. 
tion.

“Gen. Clingman has the general 
culture, the political insight and 
knowledge, the practical intellect, 
the rhetorical ability and the judicial 
spirit requisite for the great work, 
Besides, he has a national reputation 
which would give the book a broad 
introduction. The  pains-takipg 
geologist, the liberal scholar, the 
earnest orator ard statesman, above 
allthe proud North Carolinian, T. 
L. Clingman, is just the man to do 


the thing up brown.” 


MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

The country is about to wake up 

to the fact that it has been allowed 
to drift into a war ata time of all 
others when the public sentiment 
is responsive to the sentiment of 
hostility. In its absorption in the 
idea of keeping up ill feeling at 
home and deluding the world with 
the spectacle of vigorous energies 
directed to suppress a manufactured 
domestic insurrection, when none 
existed except by its own procure- 
ment, the administration has with- 
drawn its attention from external 
dangers, has uncovered its frontiers, 
and exposed its citizens to the de- 
predations of a people known al- 
ways to be hostile and watchful to 
avenge themselves for the losses of 
the pasi. 
There has not been a month since 
the close of the Mexican war in 
which the border ruffians of Mexico 
have not been guilty of some depre- 
dation. They have had the conni- 
vance of their government in their 
raids. It is only by a proper show 
of force by the American govern- 
ment that they can be held in check. 
But the government has this force 
at hand. It is obliged to keep up 
the army toa certain standard and 
it is obliged to give it employment, 
The Texas frontier, exposed alike to 
Indians and Mexicans suggests itself 
as this proper field. 

But this frontier has been strip- 
ped that Louisiana might be subjuga- 
ted, that Mississippi might be over- 


existence that the Republican party 
might make capital, should be van- 
quished. And the withdrawal of 
protection from the frontier has en- 
couraged the organization of these 
bandits almost into armies, and em- 
bo!dened them iiito raids assuming 
almost the proportions of cam- 
paigns, sweeping off the inhabitants 
and property from the banks of the 
ltio Grande, and driving back the 
march of progress already marked 
with so much of blood and labor. 

The consequence is war—war for 
indemnity, war for additional terri- 
tory. Let the people understand if 
war does come that it makes no ap- 
peal to their patriotism for wrong 
and insult done their common coun- 
try, that it originates in the neglect 
of the administration of its plainest 
duties, that it comes from the pro- 
vocation of a mere banditti, encour- 
aged to license by the apathy of our 
own rulers. 

Nevertheless, if it does come, the 
South will be where she was in the 
last Mexican war, foremost in the 
advancing columns, for she has now, 
as she had then, the wrongs of her 
brethren of Texas to avenge, as well 
as the honor of a common country 
to uphold.

The same char- 
acteristics which ennobled the name 
of E. J. Hale in North Carolina 
have attended him to his new home 
in New York, and again, after the 
inevitable struggles attendant upon 
powerful competition, his energies 
have secured him attention, and en- 
sured him success.

E. J. Haut & Son.—The house of 
E. J. Hale & Son is young in New 
York, although it is one of the oldest 
of the publishing and bookmaking 
firms in the United States. The 
members of the firm are Edward J. 
Hale and his son P. M. Hale, who 
are natives of North Carolina, where 
they lived until within a few years. 

The senicr member of the firm es- 
tablished himself in business as a 
publisher in Fayetteville, North Car- 
olina, on the Ist of January, 1825— 
just half a century ago, and soon 
afterwards began to publish books, 
laving the foundation for what was 
afterwards one of the largest book- 
making establishments in the South- 
ern States. The junior member join- 
ed the firmin July, 1850, almost a 
quarter of a century ago. Possessed 
of good judgment, remarkable intel- 
ligenee, industry and integrity of the 
‘old-fashioned’ sort, they not only 
built up a reputation, but also a very 
large and profitable business, consiu- 
ering the obstacles of their location 
and the few cbjects which could en- 
gage the attention of bookmakers. 
Before the war they had ainassed a 
respectable fortune—one least 
which was quite satisfactory to two 
American gentlemen, until the days 
of quick money-making which came 
with the hostile attitude of the two 
sections. 

For nearly fifty years the house 
published a newspaper which hada 
larger circulation and influence than 
any in North Carolina, and before 
the close of the war it had become one 
of the leading, if not the leading 
newspaper in the Confederate States. 
In March, 1865, the career of this 
newspaper was ended. Indeed the 
whole business of the house in North 
Carolina was suddenly destroyed. 
The accumulations of a life-time were 
sweptaway in a few hours by the 
fires which marked the track of Gen- 
eral Shermau’s famous ‘‘March tothe 
Sea.”’ 

The close of the war left the house 
in straightened circumstances finan- 
cially, but with the good wishes of 
‘troops of friends,’’ Leaving behind 
them names’ which had become 
househould words in North Carolina, 
and were honored throughout the 
Southern States, they removed to 
New York in the autumn of 1866, 
taking with them the book branch of 
their business. 

The publications ofthis house while 
in North Carolina were, in 5 certain 
sense, local. That is, they were of 
books based on local oceurrences, 
though the matter contained in them 
was of wider influence and interest. 
The ‘‘Reports of the Supreme Court 
of the State’? formed the most val- 
uable part of their works. The opin- 
ions of Ruffin, and Gaston, and 
Daniel were among the ablest deliv- 
ered from the bench of this or any 
country, aud were so recognised in 
all the States of the Union and inthe 
courts of Great Britain. Their other 
publications in North Carolina were 
some volumes of sermons by the 
Right Rev. Bishop Ravenscroft, a 
giant among theologians in his day 
and generation, and two volumes 
of the ‘History cf North Caro- 
lina,’ by Mr. Hale’s lifelong friend, 
the Rev. Dr. Francis L. Hawks, so 
Joug and so well Known 1n this city. 
The war interrupted the publication 
of this work, and the death of Dr. 
Hawks, soon afterits close, prevented 
its completion.

INDEBTEDNESS OF THE DIFFER-

: The reason and the good of strikes 


is being put to the test in Pennsylva- 
nia. The miners in the coal regions 
of that State have been sv ill-advised 
as to stop work almost universally 
because the employers will not pay 
the same wages as were paid a year 
ago. It is not denied that the labor 
of mining, while disagreeable and in 
some slight degree dangerous, is 
properly classed as unskilled and not 
skilled labor, and a very large part of 
it is done by men not called miners 
but laborers, who are employed by 
the miners, and whose work ¢alls for 
no skill whatever. It appears also 
that at the wages which are offered 
by the employers and refused by the 
men the lattercan make from three 
to four dollars a day. Yet they refuse 
this and foree all work to stop. The 
damage is widespread and great to 
the whole community as well as those 
emp.oved inthe coal regions, these 
Jatter alone, including all who are 
directly and indireetly dependent on 
the coal are estimated at eighty thou- 
sand; all uow reduced to idleness 
whether they will or no. Meantime 
many mines are filling with water, 
the price of fuel must advance to the 
injury of labor, and on every hand 
nothing ean eome of the strike but 
loss to all classes, aud especially the 
poor.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—President 
Jraut to-day in a conversation with 
the writer hereof, remarked in reply 
toaquestion that he was somewhat 
amused lately at pewspaper Sstate- 
ments of what he would do in relation 
to the recent outrages by armed 
bandsof Mexiecansinvading the Texas 
frontiers. Such statements were mere 
inventions, as he had no_ license, 
On those events he liad expressed 
his views to no person, not even to 
the Secretary of State, who like him- 
self had been absent from the city, It 
was ajJready known tothe public that 
orders had been issued to the military 
for the protection of our citizens oD 
the frontier, but in addition to this 
nothing had been done. The Govern- 
ment was not yet fally advised of the 
extent of the outrages, although It 
had been oilicially informed of the 
arrest of a mail earrier and the burn- 
ing of a postoflice by the invaders. 
The Mexican Government had re- 
peatedly been reminded of outrages 
heretofore committed by Mexicans 
on citizens of the United States both 
‘n Mexico and on United States soil, 
and would hear from this Govern- 
ment in a short time concerning 
those more recently committed 
through the department of State. 
There would be a consultation with 
the Secretary of State on this subject 
and probably it would be brought to 
the attention of the Cabinet. But 
in the meantime all newspaper State- 
ments, as tothe action of the Gov- 
ernment, would be mere speculation. 
“We must.” he remarked, ‘‘deter- 
mine hereafter what is proper to be 
done in the premises.” He could see 
no reason for apprehension of war 
between the two countries, but of 
course no one could tell what might 
take place in the future ; nothing, 
however, would be done by this gov- 
ernment to provoke such a result. 
ThePresident on beingasked whether 
there was any truth in the rumor 
about the resignation or removal of 
Commissioner Douglas said he had 
nosuch knowledge, and therefore the 
rumor was untrue. The President 
was ulso questioned in regard to other 
rumored removals, When he said Mr. 
Johuson, the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms would, be retained. So with 
First Comptroller Taylor, of whose 
honesty and uprightness he was fully 
assured, and also of Land Compt rol- 
ler Brodhesd,
